relief, complaints came with distressing 
frequency to the priests of the par- 
ishes that Catholics (meaning thereby 
the Roman) were refused relief at the 
Protestant churches, and were turned 
away and told to go to the^, Catholic 
(moaning 
thereby 
the 
* Roman) 


churches." 


I feel that In justice to our Protest- 


ant community, and for the benefit of 
our Roman brethren, 
"who 
otherwise 


might be misled, this charge should 
be flatly denied. We are 
not 
cold- 


blooded ruffians, we Protestants 
(I 


speak as an Anglican). We have no 
111 feeling toward men because they 
are Romanists, 
and 
particularly at 


this time, when all men should indeed 
be "brothers." 
I number among Ro- 


man Catholics a great many personal 
friends, and If personal friendship Is 
not prevented by doctrinal differences, 
surely doctrinal differences are no bar 
to on act of common decency and hu- 
manity In time of trouble. Friends of 
the Roman communion do not believe 
the charges, I beg of you. 


But to be more specific, at St. An- 


drew's Church, of -which I am rector, 
the majority of those whom we fed and

'TRIBUNE'S GOOD WORK. 


The citizens of Los Angeles recognize the splendid 


work done by the citizens of Oakland and from their own 
personal experience can readily understand how all the 
people of Oakland have been working under forced pres- 
sure, and that probably the newspaper fraternity has been 
more consistently overworked than any other class in the 
community. It is, therefore, possible to understand how 
your editorial of the 27th ult., written with your feelings 
wrought up over conditions in San Francisco, would not 
have been thus written under other circumstances. THE 
TRIBUNE has done great work for the State of Califor- 
nia and this committee is, therefore, desirous of tempering 
its opinion of the article in question, with that end in 
view. 


JUSTICE TO JUDGE SILENT. 


In justice to Judge Silent we owe it to him to say that 


he is a man of over 70 years of age, is a pioneer of this 
great State for over fifty years, and has been foremost in 
public affairs in this city for many years. He has never 
sought public office in Los Angeles and has been prodigal 
of his time and energy i ncvery good cause. In the pres- 
ent relief work he contributed generously from his own 
private purse and his judgment was regarded in the high- 
est -possible manner by his colleagues on the committee.

CRIMINAL CLASS. 


When the particular issue of the refugees came up 


for consideration by the Los Angeles Relief Committee, 
they were confronted with the statement that a large pro- 
portion of the people who were coming down to Los An- 
geles were not of a desirable element. This was borne out 
by investigation of the Chief of Police of this city, who 
specified that about twelve per cent of the first train were 
of a criminal class, to say nothing of the indolent element. 


In addition to that, information of a reliable character 


reached us that smallpox was prevalent in San Francisco 
and Oakland, and Judge Silent, voicing the sentiments of 
this committee, believed that the most satisfactory results 
for the State could be obtained by keeping the criminal 
and indolent class under sufficient police and military sur- 
veillance and to protect the State at large from pestilence. 
Los Angeles has an insufficient police department numer- 
ically, and the Seventh Regiment of the National Guard 
of this city being detailed to San Francisco, this city, ir i 
the judgment of this committee, would have been at the 
mercy of the undesirable element from San Francisco. 
There is sufficient undesirable element in this city to ab- 
sorb the attention of the police without attempting" to take 
care of the refuse cf any other city. 


FORMAL RESOLUTION. 


In pursuance of the consideration of such subject, a 


formal resolution was adopted as the best expression of i 
the sentiments of-the committee on the subject, as follows: 


_ "RESOLVED, That it is the judgment -of this com- 


mittee, after a careful consideration of the subject, that! 
the destitute sufferers of the earthquake can be more sat- 
isfactonly and effectively relieved by the assistance being 
rendered to them on the ground and in the vicinity of San 
Francisco in suitable and healthy locations, rather than 
by inviting and encouraging refugees to come here, and 
that the ministers of the Church Federation be requested 
to co-operate in their churches along similar lines; and, 
furthermore, in this connection, this committee pledges 
itself, if necesary, to duplicate its efforts financially and 
otherwise, to carry out the work of the relief as thus ex- 
pressed." 


MINISTERS CONCUR. 


This resolution has been concurred in, not only by the 


members of this Relief Committee, but also by the Minis- 
terial Union of this city, by Bishop Conaty, the head of the 
Catholic Church here, by Rabbi Hecht and by the citizens 
at large. If, in your opinion, any mistake has been made 
in the matter, it is not to be laid at the door of Judge 
Silent any more than any other member of the committee, 
an dwe believe the circumstance warranted us in the posi- 
tion that we took, as results have been shown. 


We trust that the work which Los Angeles has tried 


to do to render aid to the stricken city of San Francisco 
will remove any opinion prevalent in the minds of your 
readers as to the worthiness of the motives actuating this 
commottee in forming their conclusions on this question.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 5,1906.—Even the earthquake and 


the fire couldn't suppress the practical politicians who have been 
the eyesores of San Francisco during the past ten years. While 
the followers of Mayor Schmitz and the members of his admin- 
istration have been doing everything possible to heal the old 
wounds and smooth away the rough places his political enemies 
have been doing everything in their power to hamper his work 
and discredit him in the eyes of the outside world. 


The Mayor and his adviser, Abe Ruef, have absolute proof 


of the authorship of tbe telegram sent to President Roosevelt 
stating that Schmitz eaid Funston were at outs and suggesting 
that steps be immediately taken to prevent Schmitz from exer- 
cising any authority.

In consequence many unfortunates who are without 
ready money and are out of work will be compelled to give up 
their homes in order to satisfy the greed of these sharks.

told, and later re-employed about ten o fthem. The Call staff 
has been cut down to the bone and the Bulletin has only retained 
about half a dozen of ilts editorial and local staff. The Post has 
suspended publication until Monday next. Meanwhile the Ex- 
aminer boys are drawing their fat salaries and attending to 
business as usual. 


Already Mr. Hearst has had a building constructed in San 


Francisco at the corner of Folsom and Spear streets and there 
the Monarch of the Dailies will be issued in a week or ten days.

setting machines they can use; so that pending the establish- 
ment of a permanent plant they will be able to get out a paper 
without the slightest trouble. 


The new Examiner plant which will be in operation in 


about a year will be one of the most extensive and complete in 
the world. 


Immediately after the earthquake John McNaught, man- 


aging editor of "the Call, said to the assembled staff of that news- 
paper that the occasion was too great to get out a newspaper. 
"Meet tomorrow if there be a tomorrow," he concluded. 


The Hearst people scooped the country on the morning of 


earthquake and fire, in the matter of giving news to the outside 
world. Examiner men were first to get a direct wire to Chi- 
cago, and from the office of the Postal Telegraph office on Mar- 
ket street sent several thousand words directly into the office 
of Hearst's Chicago American, from where it was quickly dis- 
tributed all over this country and Europe by the Hearst News 
Syndicate. The Examiner men held the wire until the author- 
ities ordered everyone from the Postal building owing to the 
proximity of the fast-approaching flames.

Over and over you 
hear from each family, "We are glad 
to be alive and togetherl" 


That tells a great story. Many fam- 


ilies will have to face poverty, but to 
face It together, takes oft a great deal 
of the sting. 


There is great uncertainty In the air,

first days of readjustment, homes are 
full of people, and prominent families 
are trying to get homes over here.

There Is no water, only a faucet for 
each block, and, of course, the dally 
bath of civilized people I* a thing of 
the past. Civilization seems to have 
suddenly dropped away, and It seems

The mistake was caused, no 
douot. by a misunderstanding on the pat t 
of tho Corporals in charge of the relief. 
It is an unhappy affair, but I can't br-- 
Ileve that Lowe Is In any way, to blame " 
Chee Soo Lowe registered from San 
Francisco, where his father was a big 
merchant in Chinatown 
Since he has 
been in the university. Lowe has taken up 
the college of mining course, and will 
graduate with his class this year. Be- 
sides taking an active part in the military 
department, Lowe has been a oromlnont 
worker In the North Berkeley Congrega- 
tional Church.

WASHINGTON. May 8.—After con- 


sultation between the officials of the 
Navy Department and Admiral Sands, 
superintendent of the naval academy, 
th. fate of thirty midshipmen has been 
settled. When the hazing investiga- 
tion was at Its height the special board 
appointed by Admiral Sands collected 
much evidence against many of 
the 


midshipmen of which the latter never 
knew. 
Had the old law remained unchanged 
each of the boys would 
have been 
haled before the courtmartlal and If 
convicted of hazins would have been 
dismissed from 
the academy. Th< 
board worked In secret 
and 
conse- 


quently none of the boss knew just 
how far he had been incriminated by 
the testimony being- taken from their 
ranks. Meantime many of the young- 
sters lost ground In their studies be- 
cause of secret apprehension 
un'der 
which they suffered. 
Now, however, 
all doubt has been removed, the new 
law has been applied, and the superin- 
tendent has been' allowed to fix the 
punishment to be meted out to each of 
the midshipmen found by the board to 
have b*an Implicated in hazing.

Mr. Bailey was tlie first Senator to 


address the Senate under the new or- 
der. 
He announced his abandonment

companies as auiong the corporations 
to bo regulated by the bill, saying that 
he did so because of his greater inter- 
est In other 
amendments. 
He also 


critcisecl the arrangement of the bill 


j under which cars and other railroad 


chicles are deflned, but did not offer 
11 amendment remedying the defect. 
Mr. Lodge then formally offered his 


amendment defining pipe lines as com- 
uon carriers and making the provisions 
f the bill applicable to them. As pre- 
sented, the provision was made appli- 
cable to pipe lines used in "the trans- 
portation of oil or any other commod- 
ty except natural gas or water used 
for municipal purposes." 


Mr. Foraker urged that pipe lines for 


private use should be. exempted and a 
lobate of considerabel length ensued, 
Messrs. Foraker, 
McCumber, Fultoa, 


Tillman, Culberson, Frye, Lodge and 
others participating. 


Mr. Tillman urged that all interstate 


pipe lines should be regarded as com- 
mon carriers, and be compeled to accept 
commodities from all producers. 


At Mr. Frye's 'request a letter from 


an unnamed place In Pensylvanla com- 
plaining that the 
acceptance of the 


amendment would be ruinous to the 
business of small producers, was read. 


Mr. Lodge snid he 
was willing to 


omit from his amendment natural gas 
and water lines for municipal purposes, 
but be bad not heretofore heard of the 
much-oppressed private operators. 
He 


could see no reason for exempting the 
oil pipe lines; to do so would be an 
unfair discrimination against railroads. 
An amendment by Mr. Morgan to the 
Lodge amendment making It applicable 
to "any place within the jurisdiction of 
governmental authority of the United 
States" was agreed to. This was to In- 
clude a proposed pipe line across the 
Isthmus of Panama. 


Mr. Garter proposed an amendment 


to limit the pipe line provision to oil 
alone, but it was last—22 to 53.
